‘The first time he secured permission to

“When they were opened they showed on 
tep what looked like a layer of slime, a dis- 
agreeable mess. The beef ineide was 
stringy and coarse, like a bundle of fibers. 
If stewed with potatdes and onions you 
could eat it, but for that matter, I could 
at that time. have eaten my hat if it had 
been boiled with vegetables. Sometimes it 
was stewed with mangoes. The great ma- 
jority of the men were kept on canned 
roast beef for two days and became sick with 
stomach trouble.’’.. 

“What effort did you make to secure bet- 
ter meat?’ 

**Just before the refrigerated beef came 
in, about July 20, I made a report calling at- 
tention to general deficiencies, of which 
canned roast beef was one. My own chief 
trouble, however, to which I gave most 
space, was lack of transportation.”’ |

Washington, D. C., March 25.—[Special.}— 
Army beef became a topic of special com- 
ment today by a comparison which was per- 
mitted between the methods of the Navy de- 
partment and those of the Army Subsistence 
department in the purchase of canned roast 
beef. 

The incident was presented by the fact that 
the Paymaster General has called for bids 
to be opened in this city on March 28 for 
50,000 pounds of “ tinned roast beef,” to be 
delivered at the New York navy yard. The 
specifications are such as have long been in 
use by the Bureau of Supplies and Accounts, 
and hav® stood the test of the war and the 
long period prior to active operations, dur- 
ing which the canned beef formed a part of 
the naval supplies. 

There has been no change in the na 
cifications as a result of the disclos 


the War department and the by 
General Miles. The army su tence offi- 
cers did not call on the m perienced 


naval officers for information when the for- 
mer were preparing the specifications for 
canned roast beef for the troops. The naval 
specifications are as follows: = 

- “ Shall be of the best quality ox beef, full 
weight, in tins of two pounds each, the 
weight of tins not included. ‘The side of the 
tins to be made of best double (XX) I. C. tin, 
and the ends to be single (X) tin. Each tin to 
be ked with contents, name of contrac- 
tor, name of packer, brand, and date of pack~- 
ing, and to be properly lacquered. Hach 


| dozen tins of beef to be inclosed in a sub- 


stantial box, made of well-seasoned pine, 


properly naijed; the sides to be three-quar- | 


ters of an inch and the ends one inch thick. 
The top of each box to be securely fastened 
with nails of suitable size and length, and to. 


be marked with the contents, name of con-— 


tractor, and date of packing. The contractor 
shall guarantee that the beef shall keep good 
in any climate for one year from the date of 
delivery.” 

The navy officers say that they have had 
no trouble with their canned beef, and they 
have expressed the opinion that the army 
inspectors must have been careless or lax 


in their methods of inspection. The tinned } 


roast beef can be obtained on the market in 
such condition as makes it a palatable dish, 
but the navy insists that all its supplies, in- 
cluding canned articles, shall be carefully 
inspected. Bidders are required to furnish 
samples and to deliver goods in accordance 


Gomez’s recent deposition. The Assembly 
is an administrative, authoritative body of 
the present Cuban army, and the rollg are 
in our possession, where they should be.

The military authorities will not ask the 
Assembly to deliver these rolls. They have 
dealt in the past, in the matter of the rolls, 
with General Gomez, and subsequent to his 
deposition, with Inspector General ' Roloff, 
who had the rolls in his possession and was 
on the point of delivering them to the Amer- 
icans when the Assembly, through, its Ex- 


ecutive committee, ordered him to- turn 


them over to that body, which was done. 
The rolls are considered, public documents, 
and the authorities will not request an in- 
dividual or a body of individuals to sur- 
render them, as their retention by euch a 
body is irregular. 
Since Jan. 1 the only army in Cuba has 
been that of the United States, the Cubans

Crushed or ‘ 

Washington, D. C., March 26.—Major Simp- 
son, chief of the Bureau of Military Infor- 
mation, was busy during the day taking the 
fragmentary information of the movements 
here and there of battalions and brigades 
and so assembling them as to give on the 
military map a complete picture of today’s 
theater. of operations. As explained, the 
field of today’s action is as follows: 

Back of Manila, at a distance of about 
seven miles from the water front, sweeps a 
great semi-circle of American troopa. This 
arc is about twenty miles long and embraces 
about 21,000 men. It is cut midway by the 
Pasig River, which formis a natural military 
Gtvision. To the sovth the aro is under 
command of Major General Lawton. ' 

North of the river the partial circle of 
American troops sweeps from the water 
works around to the bay. Major General 
MacArthur is in command@of all the troops 
north of the river, and, these are roughly 
estimated at between 13,000 and 14,000 men, 
the others being with Lawton on the south. 

Before the action began this morning Mac- 
Arthur's forces were divided into three main 
bodies. Fur to the right, néar the water 
works, was Hale’s brigade. Far to the left, 
about Caloocan, was the brigade of Harrison 
Gray Otis and of Wheaton. Between the 
two was the brigade of Hall, held as a re- 
serve. 

With this approximate disposition of the 
forces, Major Simpson pointed out the prob- 
able Hneofaction today. It begam with Mac- 
Arthur’s moving rapidly northward to No- 
valiches, passing the insurgent forces on the 
left. On reaching Novaliches, MacArthur 
turned sharply to the west, intending to 
make a forced march of about seven miles 
to Polo. - é 

By this movement MacArthur's forces are 
carried outside of the insurgent base of op- 
erations. This base is at Malabon, midway 
between MacArthur's forces at Pelo and the 
combined forces of Harrison Gray Otis and 
Wheaton at Caloocan. 

Thus the rebels are flanked and between 
two strong bodies of American troops. To 
the west of them is Manila bay, cutting off 
retreat in that direction, and to the east the 
forces of Hall (or Hale), as reported by Gen~ 
eral Otis, are *‘ demonstrating ” in order to 
forbid an insurgent movement toward. the 

They are thus left between the two main 
bodies-of American troops and must engage 
either one or the other of them. ; 

It ig General Otis’ plan, as shown by his 
dispatch, to have the brigades of Wheaton 
advance toward those of MacArthur, thus 
gradually inclosing the rebels between two 
parallel Mnes until they are either crushed 
or are made prisoners.

The arrival in Chicago of Alfred Doilge,

Mr. Dolge has beem making an extensive 
canvas of the piano manufactures with a 
view of forming a piano trust, including a 
felt factory and a wire mill.

its great ship canal, which will make it 
the southern terminal of the shortest route 
to deep water on the Gulf of Mexico. 
| The occasion attracted a great crowd 

from -neighboring cities, as well as points 
in Arkansas, Missouri, Kansas, Nebraska, 
and Iowa. 

Governor Sayers of Texas, With other 
State officers, and both Houses of the Leg- 
islature, arrived this morning in a special 
train of thirteen cars, while another spe- 
cial of nine cars brought in a delegation 
of the business-men of Galveston. 

Governor W. E. Stanley of Kansas and 
Governor D. W. Jones of Arkansas arrivéd 
Jast night on a special carrying about two 
hundred business-men of Kansas City. Thir- 
| ty-eight members of the Kansas Legislature 
and the Third Regiment Band of Kansas 
City arrived the night before. Attached to 
the train was a car filled with business- 
men from Des Moines, Ia. | 
_ Chicago was represented by a party in 
charge of J. J. Grafton, General Land Agent 
of the Kansas City, Pittsburg and Gulf rail- 
road, of which system the ship canal is a 
Part. Many of the general officers of the 
road were present. It is estimated there were 
close to six thousand strangers in Port Ar- 
thur today, and the entertaining capacity 
of the young city, which has only about 
1,900 people, was taxed to the utmost.

TO AID JUVENILE OFFENDERS. 


Juvenile offenders formed the theme of 
the discussion that followed the dinner of the 
forty-ninth meeting of the Commercial club 
at the Grand Pacific Hotel last night. The 
care and reformation of this rapidly grow- 
ing class in Chicago were considered by the 
speakers. The more important things said 
in the symposium were in the form of ~— 
gestions for the better disposition of the 
child who violates the law. President Mc- 
Cormick announced that the title of the sub- 
ject was “Our Duty and Responsibility 
Toward Juvenile Offenders.”” He called on 
seven speakers to give their views on the 
subject.

cases before the courts passed on them 
to avoid sending boys through the

The Continental mail train, under the new 
schedule, will make the run between New 
York and Chicago fn a little over twénty- 
two hours. It is said that the Lake Shore 
people make the reduction in time because 
of the fast schedule announced by the Penn- 


sylvania company.

It is 
likely orders will. be issued on Monday to 
look out for these two mails a couple of 
hours earlier. If the afternoon mail gets in 
earlier it will greatly facilitate an afternoon 
delivery in Chicago.

| Serious Famine in Russia. 

Owing to the rigorous press censorship 
which prevails.in the Czar’s dominions not 
much has been heard of the Russian famine. 
There is no doubt, howgver, that it has 
reached: most serious and even appalling di- 
mensions. . 

The whole of four great provinces to the 
east of the River Volga is now involved, 
and the peasant population, numbering sev- 
eral millions, is reduced to the last extremity 
of want. West of the Volga the famine dis- 
trict extends almost to Moscow itself. 

Throughout this large area the failure of 
crops is said to be more complete than even 
during the terrible visitation of 1801-92. 
Kiva unhappy peasantry are endeavoring to 

support life on a mixture of weeds, acorns, 
and chopped straw, and are being @ecimated 
by the effects of typhus and excessive cold 
on constitutions effaced by insufficient nour- 
ishment. 

The Russian government, notwithstanding 
previous warnings, has not imitated that of 
British India in organizing and insuring 
against famine in times of comparative

Depression in London Society. 

The wintry weather and influenza epidemic 
have combined to throw London society into 
universal depression during the week. 
Everybody is suffering from some kind of 
bronchial affection, and dinners, receptions, 
and entertainments of all sorts have been 
countermanded. Those who are able to 
leave town have gone abroad in search of 
sunshine and many of the seaside resorts 
on the south coast of England are full of 
visitors, who have hurried away from the 
icy blasts that sweep through the London 
streets. : 

In fact, many people have antedated the 
Easter holidays by a week or more, imitat- 
ing the example of British royalty, which 
is just now to be found anywhere but in 
the British capital. The Duke of York, 
unlike his august relatives, who are in the 
south of Europe, has gone to the Scottish 
highlands for some salmon fishing, but hes 
had no ‘sport, and has practically been 
snowed up. | 

The ornamental waters in some of the 
London parks‘and commons have been 
frozen over, and Londoners have had the 
exceptional experience of enjoying a little 
skating as late as toward the end of March. 


Stagnation in Stocks. 

‘The stagnation has extended to the Stock 
Exchange, where there had been nothing 
doing for a fortnight. The professional 
operators hope for a revival of activity after 
Easter, but so far the public holds aloof 
from everything except the mining market, 
where there are some signs of life. The 
oécasional upward movements of the Amer- 
ican railroads on the other side of the At- 
lantic no longer attract English buyers, 
though they promptly bring out a few sell- 
ers. It would seem\ that heavy English 
speculative accounts in American rails 
earlier in the year have not yet been entire- 
ly Mquidated and any rise in Wall street 
has the immediate effect of causing stocks 
to be offered on the English market. A good 
deal of money was made both in American 
and South African securities at the begin- 
ning of the winter, and for the moment the 
speculative movement is exhausted, proba- 
bly to begin again with renewed energy be- 
fore long. 


Notable New Magazine. 

Some absurd fictions have been circulated . 
about Lady Randolph Churchill's new maga- 
zine, the first number of which is to appear 
next June. In point of fact, the publication, 
as mentioned in these columns some weeks 
ago, will be in no respect an amateurish 
production. It will be a businesslike affair, 
and will challenge attention quite as much 
by the excellence of its literary and artistic 
contents as by the names of the supporters. 
The international character of the review 
will be well maintained, and the first num- 
“ber will contain contributions from some 
of the most notable English, American, and 
colonial statesmen and writers of the day; 
the greatest, or one of the greatest, of living 
poets, one of the most brilliant of dramatists, 
and one of the most popular of the younger 
romancers will also be represented in the 
opening number. 

Gome Dramatic Novelties. 

The London theaters are largely engaged 
in preparing for novelties which they will 
produce after Easter. At present there is 
nothing exciting to record, but there will 
be a crop of important new pieces next 
month, when Mr. John Hare will bring out 
a new comedy by Mr. Pinero. Mr. Charles 
Wyndham will have one by Mr. Haddon 
Chambers, and Mr. Beerbohm Tree will 
present an ambitious drama, in which Mr. 
Henry A. Jones attempts to bring the Anglo- 
Indian world, with its dusky native poten- 
tates and British officials, upon the stage. 
Mrs. Craigie, after her success with modern 
comedy in “The Ambassador,” and her 
much criticised one-act melodrama, “A 
Repentance,”” has written a poetical and 
romantic play in blank verse, the scene of 
which is laid in the early middle ages. It ts 
not, however, probable that this latest prod- 
uct of the fertile pen of ‘“ John ~ Oliver 
Hobbes ” will. be actually seen on the stage 
for some time to come.

Iron girders 
must be covered by cement or clay, to pre- 
vent being twisted into corkscrews by 
flames. All heating apparatus, furnaces, 
etc., must have regulation spaces provided. 
All staircases and fire escapes must con- 
form to prescribed rules for safety. 
“These precautions and many others are 

embodied in the municipal decrees jesued by 
‘the Prefect of Police last September. 


“ Last evening M. Charies Blanc, Prefect 
of Police, told me that he intended imme- 
| diately after the Easter holidays to lay be- 
fore the Paris Municipal Council two addi- 
tional chapters of mi fire regulations, mak- 
ing still more stringent conditions as to ma~- 
terial and construction for hotels, schools, 
and public and private buildings, together 
with a demand for funds to enforce them. 

“‘The city architects of New York, like

Esmonde, in fact, committed the blunder 
of imperiling the whole chance of the suc- 
cess of the unity movement for the present. 
The interval between March 28 and April 4 
is insufficient to admit of meetings between 
Redmond and the Irish party which are 
inevitable upon the consideration of his pro- 
posal by the Irish party. Redmond may re- 
fuse to have anything to do with the Dub- 
lin. conference. and it is not considered cer- 
tain it will be attended even by Healy and 
his followers if Redmond withdraws, as he 
almost surely will. ne 

Thus a malign fate seems to dog every at- 
tempt to restore unity to the Irish factions, 
and Dillon’s retirement, inspired as it was 
by the best of motives, may result in leav- 
ing. matters even worse off than they were 


before. 


The Irish party has no real chairman at 
present, his selection being deferred at Dil- 
lon's suggestion until after the Dublin con- 
ference, but if that conference fails then the 
possibility of agreeing upon a chairman is

‘Volks Zeltung, which said that the Ameri- 
cans were greatly mistaken if they imagined 
that all the yielding in the efforte to arrange 
a treaty would be done by Germany. Con- 
tinuing, the paper remarked: 

** Whether, under the circumstances, it is 
‘worth while continuing the negotiations 
which we have been carrying on for years, 
‘and whether it ie likely that the negotiations 


to be a question which we, 
not answer affirmatively.” 


Rhodes’ Mission a Failure. — 

- The result of Mr. Cecil Rhodes’ mi¢sion to 
this country is generally spoken of by the 
press as equivalent to a failure. The finan- 
cial papers laugh at the idea that the gov- 
ernment will furnish ees of the 
financial success of that part of the pro- 
jected Cape-to-Cairo railroad which its t 
pass through German east Africa. 

The Berlin correspondent of the Magde- 
burger Zeitung, writing in this connection,

“ Mr. Rhodes may be shrewd enough in 
asking Germany to take the financial re- 
sponsibility of this part of the road; but we

Respecting the reasons which prevented 
the Emperor from dissolving the Reichstag 
it now appears that the whole Bundesrath, 
Prussia alone excepted, was against him. 
Not only the King of Saxony but a number 
of other sovereigne personally advised his 
Majesty against a dissolution, and if the 
Emperor had insisted in the Bundesrath in 
putting the motion for a dissolution it would 
have been overwhelmingly defeated.

May Exclude Foreign Princes. 

There is a strongly growing sentiment in 
favor of oxcluding foreign born Princes from 
succession to German thrones. The Jeath 
of the hereditary Prince of Saxe-Coburg and 
Gotha and the question of the succession to 
the throne of Saxe-Coburg and Gotha have 
started a discussion which has taken a vio- 
lent form in some of the papers. 

The Munich Nueste Nachrichten takes 
vigorous exception to the fact the succession 
was decided by a family council of English 
speaking Princes, presided over by Quéen 
Victoria, and says: 

“It is intolerable that euch a decision 
should be made by Englishmen. We do not 
blame the English branch of the Coburgs 
for having turned entirely English, nor do 
we blame young Connaught. He may be the 
micest fellow in the world; but it remains 
that an Englishman ts out of place on a 
German throne, 

The paper mentioned then advocates pase- 
ing a law regulating the succession to Ger- 
man thrones, in a way to forever excludeall 
family rights of succession held by foreign 
born persons. 

This is by no means the most violent ex- 
pression of opinion. Even some of the news- 
papers close to the government spoke in a 
similar sense, but with more caution.

*“*I mean,” she said, “ that there isa grave- 
yard over near our place, and you can see 
down into one of the graves. That’s where

PROBES THE PAST. 


It is possible to stand at this point and 
without much exertion to throw a stone on

more than probable that for years people 
passed this spot time after time upon trains 
wholly unconscious of the fact that almost 
within hand touch of their seats were the 
graves of mourned loved ones.

, “Yes,” he said, “ with my own hands— 
for I am a carpenter by trade—I made four 
eoffins for four of the unidentified dead 
which the waves tossed ashore after the 
wreck of the steamer thirty-nine years ago. 
I helped bury allfour. Yes, I know the place 
is neglected, cow-trodden, and rubbish- 
a@trewn; but, you see, it was never what you 
might call a regular cemetery, although 
many of the early settlers hereabouts were 
buried there. Some of them are buried there 
yet, but a good many years ago most of the 
remains were disinterred and removed to 
Half Day, over neartheriver. The relatives 
of the few people who are still buried in the 
pid place, outside, of course, of the unknown 


anything about the place. You see, these 
people have been ‘a long time dead,’ snd 
that, in accordance with some people’s ideas, 
makes a vast deal of difference, you know. 


WOMAN IN BLACK. 
“Yes, I was on the beach immediatel 
after the wreck of the Lady Elgin. You see, 
it was cut down a good ways north of here, 
but drifted south some miles and the great 
majority of tha survivors reached shore 
near Winnetka, and it was there also that 
most of the bodies were washed ashore. I 
saw the boat go by the old lighthouse on 
the night thet it went down. It was a big 
steamer, and big steamers were not as plen- 
tiful in those days as they are now; more- 
over, the Lady Elgin was the most famous 
‘boat on the great lakes, It was quite the 
common thing for the people along the shore 
to go to the bluffs to see it go by. 
that night it was brilliantly lighted, 
for it had many excursionists on board. 
After watching it pass I went away from the 
bluffs, but heard of the wreck a few hours 
afterward and went south to that point of 
the beach where the people were gathered. 
The sight was something awful. On what 


appeared to me to be the roof of the pilot- 


house there were floating certainly more 
than forty people. All at once a big wave 


| engulfed them and they were all lost. 


‘For days afterward bodies continued to 
be washed up by the sea on the beach just 
below the Nghthouse. I'l! tell you of one 
specific case which to me was at once the 
most pathetic and the most horrible of all. 


_A woman clad in black silk and showing, 


despite the fact that she had been wave- | 


tossed and beach beaten for several days, 
that she had been a woman of beauty, was 
finally thrown up by a wave of sufficient 
strength to give her body lodgement on the 
sands below the bluff on which stands the 
old lighthouse. We found her there and car- 
ried her to a building some distance from the 
water.

examination showed that: on the 
body was a handsome gold watch, a thing 
somewhat rarer than it is now, while about 
the neck was a fine gold chain, to which 
was attached a gold piece of the value of

and the proper officials were notified. They 
arrived, but as it was.late in the evening 
they ordered that the remains be left where 
they were until the next day.

rived the door was opened, but there was 
neither ring, watch, nor necklace upon the 
body of the woman. They had been Stolen 
in the night. Now I know what I am talk- 
ing about, and I have the courage of my con- 
victions. I saw the chain with itsgold niece 
pendant hanging from the neck of the wife 
of a prominent Lake County official not six 
weeks afterward. The man had entered 
the building in the night and stolen the 
jewelry from the body of that poor drowned 
woman. A nice sort of official was he not? 
The stealing of the jewelry was undoubtedly 
the reason why the body was never iden- 
tified. 

“I made a coffin for her with my own 
hands, and made it rather better than I did 
for the others perhaps, because I felt a little 
sympathetic. Yes, she lies up yonder un- 
known and forgotten by all save two or three 
of us. I suppose there is rubbish on her 
grave, and I know that cows are pastured 
there, but time makes living people care- 
less of the dead. 

** The bodies of three unknown men were 
washed ashore about this time, and for them 
also I made coffins and helped to bury them 
in the ground alongside of the woman of 
whom I have told you. A child's body was 
discovered some weeks later. It was a pit- 
liable sight. The wild animals had been at 
“it. I should judge that the remains were 
those of a child of 10 yemrs of age.

Directly in front of the door of the casa 
runs the old trail, and a mile over the ridge 
behind the hotel the plain falls into White 
Horse Valley in which is the City of Rocks, 
where Geronimo and his gang retreated 
after massacres along the trail. 

West of the hotel rises the round hill, 
at the top of which is the great hot spring. 
The hill is. seventy feet high, and is of vol- 
canic origin. The spring, twenty feet 
across, bubbles up geyser-like in the center 
ot the mound. The temperature of the 
water is 116 degrees, and the natural heat 
of the water is used to warm the hotel, 

The inmates of the hotel are a weird tribe. 
The servants consist of three Chinamen, 
who wait table; a Spaniard, a negro man 
and woman, and the French cook, who is 
assisted by a Chinaman... Sheltered under 
the spring hill are the ’dobe stables, where 
half a hundred bronchos are kept when 
not on the range or incorral.

She 
distributed relief supplies to starving South- 
ern families as wretched looking as the Cu- 
ban reconceéentrados of a year ago. She was. 
a whole Red Cross society in herself, direct- 
ing the hospital work, ordering supplies, 
dressing wounds, and emptying her own 
purse when necessary. Twice she was fired 
upon. Once, when approaching an outpost, 
she made the mistake of resolutely answer- 
ing, *“‘Enemigo’’ instead of Amigo” to 
the sentinel’s call, ‘“‘ Who goes there?” The 
sentinel answered with a shot.. She man- 
aged to correct her mistake by crying, “‘ Viva 
Maximiliano.”’ 

At another time she was trying to arrange 
terms with the victors so as to save the 
-Prince and Miximilian, and was fired upon 
under an improvised flag of truce. An es- 
cort, led by an officer, accompanied her as 
far as they could venture. Then, fixing a 
white handkerchief to her riding’ whip, she 
rode at a gallop towards the garita. When 
she passed a little bridge in front of the 
fortifications, so close to it that she could 
distinguish the soldiers’ faces, the sentinel 
fired a shot at her, which she took as a hint 
to stop. She stopped, expecting the officer 
would send out some one to question her. 
Instead, she saw them line the breastwork 
and fire a volley ather. The bullets whizzed 
around her, one grazing her hair, others 
striking the ground around her horse. At 
this she was more angry than frightened, 
for, as she said, *‘ It was so stupid to fire at 
a single woman—as if I could have stormed 
their battery!” Her little black Mexican 
horse darted off like an arrow, and she bent 
her head down to hisneck. The battery sent 
another volley after her, but failed to hurt 
her.

Of 
such sort are the Pararuates, intractable 
robbers, who pass their lives roaming 
through the “forests, having no fixed abodes 
and raising no plant for food. When they 
come to a stream they improvise rude canoes 
of bark, throwing them away as soon as 
they have got across, and at night. they 
sling their hammocks to the most con- 
venient trees, cooking in the rudest fash- 
ion whatever in the way of eatables they 
may have picked up or stolen during the day. 
‘Other tribes dwell in partly submerged for- 
ests, living in the trees and even traveling 
about in them for considerable journeys, 
like the orang-outangs of Borneo. These 
indeed, are the most distinctly arboreal 


people on earth. 
Expert Feather Workers. 


Some of the tribes in that part of the world 
are markedly intelligent and industrious, 
raising valuable crops and even exporting 
various products in large quantities. Under 
this head come the Mundurucus, @ numerous | 
and warlike nation, who are perpetually in 
conflict ewith the Pararuates and other 
marauders. Each of their settlements has 
its own military organization, with a sort 
of barracks in which the fighting men sleep. 
They dwell along the upper waters of the 
Amazon, and are reputed to be the most ex- 
pert featherworkers in South America. On 
their foreheads the warriors wear rosettes 
of brilliant feathers, or sometimes diadéms 
of alligator scales, and in their hands the 
chiefs carry scepters composed of the feath- 
| ers-of macaws and other gorgeous birds. 

Such ascepter is a rod about three feet 
long, to which the yellow and white feathers 
from the toucan’s breast are fastened with 
wax, and at the top it expands into a great 
plume of the long tail feathers of macaws 
and trogons. For the sake of preservation 
/ it is kept in a cylindrical case, when not re- 
quired for use on feast days and other oc- 
casions of ceremonial. 

Attired in their brilllant-hued tunics, 
sashes, and headdresses of feathers, hold- 
ing the feather scepters in their hande, and 
further adorned with necklaces and other 
ornaments composed of the gleaming metal- 
lic wing cases of beetles, which rattle with 
every movement of the dancers who wear 
them, these savages present a wonderful 
spectacle when engaged in an aboriginal 
festival. Sometimes they wear crescent- 
shaped breastplates of shell so thin as to 
give forth a clear note when struck. Friend- 
ly are these people to occasional white 
visitors, and they sell.to traders, for trans- 
portation down the river, many thousands 
of bushels of mandioca every year, this 
being their prineipal crop. They also gather 
rubber and tonka bears for export, receiving 
in payment for such commodities cheap cot- 
tons, iron hatchets, cutlery, and small wares. 

Popular Headache Cure. : 
A valuable article of food supply for the 
Mundurucus is furnished by a kind of nut 
that is contained, a number of them togefher, 
in a globular, woody vessel called a ‘“‘ monkey 
cup.’” The vessel has a sort of lid which be- 
comes movable when the fruit is ripe, and 
in this way the monkeys in the forests are 
enabled to get at the nuts, of which they 
are fond. Brazil nuts grow in the same 
fashion, but the case which contains them 
has no lid. 
A favorite medicine used by this tribe is 
* guarana,” which has recently obtained 
popularity as a headache cure in Europe 
and the United States. It is obtained from 
the seeds of a climbing plant, which are 
roasted and pounded, the resulting powder 
being mixed with water to a paste, molded 
into little cubes, and left to dry. When re- 
quired for use, a little of it is scraped into 
watér, a teaspoonful to the pint. 
already suggested, various grades of 
culture are represented among the natives 
of the upper Amazon. The Mundurucus cul- 
tivate large plantations of mendioca, and are 
quite civilized in their way, living in houses 
erected on four posts, with walls of bamboo 
and thatch of leaves. Three stones for the 
cooking pot to rest upon and one or two 
hammocks compose the furniture. Other 
tribes, like the Oyampis, spend practically 
all of their time in floating about on theriver | 
and its tributaries in canoes, fishing and 
hunting, every night hanging up their ham- 
mocks beneath the most primitive sort of a 
temporary structure improvised out of young | 
trees bent together. 
The huts of the Botocudos commioniy con- 
sist of nothing more than a few palm leaves. 
An aboriginal] village in that part of the world 
is seldom without its tame parrots, monkeys, 
peccaries, and even harpy eagles, the train- 
ing of which fs a favorite occupation. These 
pets serve as a medium of exchange, andthe 
* feathers of the eagles are employed in mak- 
ing arrows. Lizards are tied in the houses 
to exterminate noxious insects. 

Horrible face “Ornaments.” 
The Botocudos, dwelling lower down the 
Amazon, are better known than the tribes 
farther and one of the most in- 
teresting points about them is the way they 
have of deforming their lips and ears by 
the introduction of great disks of wood— 
the largest ‘“‘ ornaments” of the kind used 
y any savages on earth. J 
|. Bach child. when it is 7 years old, has its | 
lower lip and the lobes of its ears pierced, 
the operation being performed with a 
spine from a kind of palm. Bits of wood are 
“inserted to keep the wounds from healing, 
and these plugs are gradually increased in 
size until they attain a diameter of four 
inches. The lip plug is sometimes removed, 
allowing the lip itself to hang down in a 
hideous loop of flesh against the thin, dis- 
playing the teeth in a horrible grin. The 
habitual pressure of the plug the 
front teeth makes them fall out, and thus 
adds to the effect.

“We manage things better in the old 

country,” he went on in an accent which 
twelve years in this country had not entirely 
clarified. “‘When I studied the American 
plan of city government in the old gym- 
nasium at Bohn I thought it was nearly per- 
fect. I came over here expecting to find 
ideal municipal government. Instead, I 
found ‘Bobby’ Burke, ‘ Hinky Dink,’ and 
‘the rest. 
| “ You can learn something yet from the 
Gerfhan way of running a city. 
‘ “ In Germany, for instance, a boy is edu- 
cated for service as town councillor or burgo- 
master, just as he would be for the law or 
the ministry. When he leaves the gym- 
nasium and goes to the university he picks 
out his career, and if he intends to devote 
his life to. city affairs he becomes a student 
for at least four years along those lines. 

* When he leaves the university he takes 
his diploma and goes with it to the burgo- 
master of one of the larger cities and says: 
* I intend to devote my life to municipal gov- 
ernment. I have studied the subject four 
years. I would like some practical experi- 


: ee under your direction, and would be glad 


serve in your office for two years without

pay.’ 

“Imagine a man going to the City Hall 
here in Chicago and making a proposition 
of that kind! There would be an instant 
riot and he would do well if he escaped 
tynching. Picture to yourself the ingenuous 
*Hinky Dink,’ his youthful bosom swelling 
with elvic ambition, standing with down- 
cast eyes in the presence of the Mayor and 
offering to work two years for nothing! 
“At the end of two years spent tn assisting ~ 

the practical management of a city the 
young German looks about him. He finds 
that some town of perhaps 3,000 inhabit- 
ants is in need of a burgomaster. To the 
town council of that town he sends in his 
diploma, a statement of the time spent in 
practical work, and the recommendations 
of the burgomaster under whom the has 
served. Then if the town council, after look-. 
ing over the various candidates, finds him 
the most promising, he is elected and begins 
a term of office which lasts nine years. 
“In selecting a burgomaster the town 
council is not obliged to select a citizen of 
thelr own town, nor is a burgomaster, after 
election, obliged to serve the entire term. 

“There is really, therefore, a continual 
going on among the German 

urgomasters. A man who shows good ad- 

ministrative ability in a small city is nct left 
long without calls to larger and more re- 
munerative positions. A young man who 
starts as the head ofa petty village in West- 
phalia knows, therefore, that in course of 
time and with a proper display of ability he 
may aspire to become *‘ Ober Burgomaster ”’ 
of Berlin, which carries with it a salary of 
$7,500, or may even become one of the offi- 
cers of the national government. The pres- 
ent Emperor William’s Minister of Finance 
was a burgomaster for years, and won his 
way solely by merit and hard work. 
. **It is true that the Emperor has the right 
in any case to veto the election of a burgo- 
master, but it is also true that he is liberal, 
and the right is rarely exercised. 

‘*In the government of the City of Berlin 
there is a town council of 126 members, 
elected by the manhood suffrage. This 
town council, in turn, elects a magistracy 
of thirty members, and by this body all 
municipal legislation is enacted. The mem- 
bers of the town council can suggest 
changes and improvements to the magis- 
tracy, but only the latter can take the. 
initiative. . 

** Half of the magistrates are paid salaries 
ranging from $1,750 to $4,500, and are re-- 
quired to spend all their time in the service 
of the city. 

** One result of this system of experienced 
and able chief magistrates, with town coun- 
cillors who are adequately paid and are ex- 
pected to spend all their time in attending to 
the city’s business, is that Berlin, for in- 
stance, ‘within the last twenty years has 
accomplished reforms which would startle 
an American city. 

I believe it would pay Chicago to send a 
commitfee to study the practical workings 
of the German system of municipal govern- 
ment. I have no doubt that if the matter 
‘was properly brought before the City Coun- 
cila number of Aldermen could be found who 
would volunteer to make the trip at the ex- 
pense of the city.”’

HERE is a recognised

deed, the term “links” is only applicable 
in strictness to those sandy stretches 
by the sea on which the grass grows 80 

short and close that it looks ds if it had been 
arranged for the special purpose of giving 


links, therefore, by reason of this shortness 
of the grass, and also as affording those sand 
bunkers which make the best of all golfing 
hazards, are considered to be in a higher 
class than the inland links—or greens, as the 
latter are better named. Men who habitual- 
ly. play by the sea’ are accustomed to speak 
| with some scorn of their unfortunate breth- 
ren whose fortunes compel them to enjoy 
the substitute for the game on inland greens. 
Nevertheless some of us manage to enjoy 
our Inland game much in their despite. And 
there is this advantage of playing habitually 
on an inland green, where the soil gets baked 
as hard as a brick by the sun and is sloppy 


when you come, after such experience, to 
play on a real seaside course, where none of 
these abominable things occur, the game ap- 
pears not only infinitely more delightful but 
infinitely more easy. It is more easy—the 
iron goes under the ball in playing the ap- 
proaches with a kindliness it cannot show 
you on a baked surface; the putting green is 
not vexed with wormcasts, and your ball 
does not become coated with mud, 
Some Ideal Links. 

All the first-rate seaside courses are quite 
obviously the result of the same natural 
agencies. Always they have been made by 
what a golfer with a little knowledge once 
spoke of ‘adipose,” but is better called 
*“ alluvial,” deposit. They are all at the de- 
bouchment of a river into the sea, and their 
soil is the joint product of the river’s wash- 
ings down and the sea’s siltings up. That is 
to say, it is a mixture of sand and loam, with 
the sand in preponderance. Of such soil and 
such formation are thé links of St. Andrews, 
Prestwick, Carnoustio, Montrose, Nairn, 
and many others in Scotland; Westward Ho! 
Hoylake, Sandwich, Felixstowe, Great Yar- 
mouth, and many more in England; Port- 
rush and Newcastle in Ireland; and if one 
were to give a man advice, on comparatively 
unknown country, how he should set about 
finding suitable spots for golf links, the ad- 
vice would be that he should get such a map 
as would show him where the rivers de- 
bouched into the sea, and should study those 
spots and those only, neglecting what was 
between. He would not go far amiss. 

Unfortunately it is not given to all of us to 
have within access a links of this right royal 
quality. It behooves us then to make the 
» best shift and substitute we can. And the 
second best quality of ground to that of 
sandy links is, no doubt, down land. Here 
the grass grows close and short, though not 
so closely and shortly as on the links. Nev- 
ertheless it will serve to give a pretty good 
lie. But the soil is loam or clayey—never, 
hardly at all, sandy. It is not in the forma- 
tion that it should have much admixture of 
sand. Also the worms work in it, though 
not with the activity they display on low- 
land soils. Neither are the bunkers of sand. 
Tho best we can hope for is a chalk pit or 
quarry pit; a sand pit is of unusual occur- 
rence, and such a blessed reminder of better 
things elsewhere that the golfer rejoices to 
be in it. Of such nature are the greens of 
Minchinhampton, of Stinchombe, of East- 
bourne, of Winchester, of Malvern—their 
name is really legion. They make good golf; 
but the chalky soils grow terribly greasy in 
wet weather. ; 

| Soil Near London. 

In the neighborhood of London most of 
the courses are undeniably clay, with all 
its disadvantages. Nevertheless, good golf 
is found on Wimbledon Common, on Black- 
heath, af Mitcham, Chorleywood, Furze- 
down, and other places. Curiously enough 
the two~greens at Richmond—namely, the 
course of the Richmond club in Sudbrook 
Park and the course of the Mid Surrey club 
in the oj@ Deer Park—have some of the 
qualities of a seaside links. The soil has 
a deal of sand in it, and the bunkers have 
actual undeniable sand. The reason of this 
strange phenomenon so far inland is; no 
doubt, that the formation is rather similar 
to that which produced the seaside links. 
These two greens lie low down in the Valley 
of the Thames, and there can be no reason- 
able doubt that the river at some remote 
day overflowed all this low ground at high 
tide, and ebbing would naturally leave a 
deposit of sand similar to that found in the 
lands formed by alluvial deposit. Even now, 
in exceptional tides and floods, some of the. 
lower holes in the old Deer Park are apt 
to lie under water. Yet these greens do not 
grow quite the same kind of short and crisp 
grass as we find on the true links ground 
by the sea. They require a deal of mowing 
in the summer time, and, of course, their 
hazards, of which elm trees form the chief 
part, do not compare, for the golfer’s pur- 
poses, with those of seaside links, 

Links, whether seaside or inland, have, of 
course, other qualities and merits than those 
that depend on e nature of the soil, al- 
though this is the most important consid- 
eration of all. Nature, however, is responsi- 
ble for this. The other qualities depend 
more on the work and artifice of man. No 
green is really a good one unless its lengths 
are good This does not mer mean that 
the total measurement of its hteen holes 
should be of such and such a distance, or 
even that it shouid have eighteen holes at 
all. Bighteen is the number that was set 
in fashion by the exampte of our royal and 
ancient links at St. Andrews, and it has been 
found to suit men’s convenience, one round 
of eighteen holes fairly filling up the interval 
between breakfast and luncheon, and an- 
other round taking a man well on toward 
the evening, and giving him a good day’s 


exercise. 
Length of Drive. 

But the important point is not the total 
distance, but the distance between the holes, 
or rather from tee to hole, in each case. 
There is a certain more or less stereotyped 
length of drive to which, or something like it, 
the majority of men attain when they have 
begun golf in their youth. Let us put this 
length of drive, with.a fair run allowed, at

This movement is the lagical and success- 
ful continuation of theoriginal plan to sweep 
the country from Manila to Malolos, The 


Pasig River to Bay Leke, seizing the lake 
and cutting off all communication between 
the narth and south halves of the rebel ter- 
ritory. This resulted three days ago in 
the surrender of Governor Valencia, the 
chief rebel official on the south or Cavite 
portion. Since the seizure of the Pasig 
River General Wheaton has been advanc- 
ing from that bage line toward the nogth- 
west and all the troops have been closing 
in toward Malolos. Yesterday’s attack 
was a continuation of this movement in 
force, about 11,000 soldiers being on the 

General MacArthur with two brigades, 
supplemented by General Wheaton’s brig- 
ade, made the attack at daylight, cutting the 
enemy’s Hine in two, and by the middle of 
the afternoon they had cleared the country 
northward from the river to Osaloocan, 
capturing the towns of Polo and Novaileche 
on the left and San Francisco del Monte 
and Mariquina on the right and cornering 
the main forces of the enemy at Maiabon 
and Stngalon. ‘The most significant fact is 
thet the Americane also captured the Ma- 
nila and Dagupan rafiroad and now patrol 
St half way from Manila to the rebel capital 
of Malolos. The road has been operating 
under Aguinaldo’s control and has been 
paying him a percentage of receipts. There 
will now be an end of this procedure, and it 
will not be many days before the whole 
railway is under American control. 

The vigor with which the advance has 
been pushed during the last ten days indi- 
cates that Gertieral Otis is determined to 
give Aguinaldo no respite until the rebel in- 
trenchments at Malolos are stormed and the 
insurgent leader captured or killed. Halt 
the intervening territory has now been 
swept clear of the enemy, and there should 
be no time Dost in completing the good 
work. The severe punishment adminis 
tered to the rebels in yesterday’s fighting 
will make the survivors more eager to de- 
eert their tyrant leader, and all Aguinaldo’s 
terrorizing of his troops ‘will not prevent 
the speedy collapse of his insurrection. 

The dash and vigor of the American 
troops in this engagement was as notewor- 
‘thy as their bravery. They carried the 
rebel intrenchments one after another in 
quick succession, driving the enemy resist- 
lessly before them over many miles of 
rough and dangerous country. The soldier 
boys have no mind to be kept in the Phil- 
‘pines through the summer if dash and 
energy can finish the business in the next 
few weeks.

SATURN’S NEW MOON. 

Professor Pickering of the Harvard Ob- 
servatory has made an announcement of 
great interest to the astronomical world 
—namely, the discovery of a new satel- 
lite of the planet Saturn. It is three and 
‘one-half times as distant from the planet 
as the satellite Iapetus, the outermost moon 
of Saturn heretofore known. The discov- 
ery, like Mrs. F'leming’s discovery of stars 
in recent years, was made from photo- 
graphic plates recently received from the 
observatory at Arequipa, Peru. Professor 
Bond of Harvard Observatory made the 
last discovery of satellites of Saturn in 
1848. Harvard has thus had the honor 
of adding, Columbusdike; two moons to 
the ringed planet which has always been | 
such an interesting object to astronomers. 
Mrs. Fleming, in particular, has been for- 


observatory. She enjoys the high and 
unique honor of having found four of the 
nine new stars discovered between 1860 
and 1895 and last week added a fifth star 
to her astronomical crown. ° 

Photography, to which most of the recent 
discoveries of stars is due, was first em- 


during an eclipse of the sun. Whether 
there may be further discoveries through 
its ald on the extreme boundary of the 
solar system on the vast orbit of Neptune, 
thirty times farther from the sun than the 
eatth, remains to be seen. The probabili- 
ties are against such a supposition. Mr. 
Ranyard calculated some years ago that 
a dark body equal to that of the sun in 
size and only six hundred times more re- 
mote would probably be overlooked by 
astronomers, though, of course, the pres- 
ence of such a vast body would cause in- 
equalities in the movements of others much 
greater than those which led to the dis 
covery of Uranus and Neptune. 

Proctor estimated that in four hundred 
and fifty thousand years the earth will come 
abreast of the Milky Way, and in an equal 
length of time will pass through that mighty 
zone. Astronomers, therefore, need not be 
discouraged through fear that the tele- 
scope and the camera will ever reach the 
limits of absolute discovery and explora- 
tion. Their science projects itself through 
such vast fields of space and sons of time 
that it makes the nearest approach to divini-

The bill makes it an offense for a can- 
didate to expend any money for political 
purposes in addtion to the sum he hands 
over to the party committee. He must not 
conduct a saloon campaign. He must not 
step up to the bar, ask “the boys” to 
join him, and tell the owner of the place 
to “keep the change.” All such time- 
honored methods of getting popularity and 
votes are frowned,upon. It would be well 
for candidates if this bill were the law 
and they obeyed it. For many men do pay 
out unnecessarily and foolishly a great deal 
of money. They are the prey of “ strikers” | 
and “heelers,” of persons who organize 
bogus “clubs” whose support can be had 
for a consideration, and of individuals who 
pretend to know where a batch of votes 


tle money. Money spent on those people 
is wasted. So is that spent in saloons. 

The trouble with candidates ‘s that, as 
a rule, they become nervous and credulous 
as election day approaches. If they are 
assured that there is need of a little more 
cash to pull them through they will hand 
over the money or have their friends do it 
for them even if the law makes it an 
offense to do so. They will not think of 
the law, but only of the office they are in 
search of. To prove an offense will not be 
an easy matter. If the bill passes can- 
didates will be required to make sworn 
statements of election expenses. In other 
States some candidates make incorrect 
statements. So will some in Illinois, The 
bill, if passed, will do a little good, but 
nothing like as much as its framers fancy. 
That has been the case with many measures 
from which great results were expected.

An important addition to the number of 
paintings of the Barbizon schoo) at the Art 
Institute is a small pieture by Millet, en- 
titied “The Bather,’” which is loaned by 
A. M,. Barnhardt of this city. . It shows the 
figure of a dark-haired peasant girl seated 
on a bank, with a‘white chemise falling 
from her shoulders in such a way as to re- 
veal the upper portion of her figure, while 
a blue dress on the grass behind her gives 
an interesting note of color. Her sabots, 
stockings, and shepherdess’ staff lie on the 
ground near her, as she bends forward in 
the action of drying her feet. The color is

‘The death is announced at Moret of Alfred 
Sisley, the impressionist painter.

A few such examples became the talk of

In course of time the 
settlement of such personal difficulties was 
regarded as a formality in determining who 
was the better man, and, as under the Balic 
law, the right of the contention or the jus- 
tice of the cause remained with the victor. 
Occasionally a fragment of finger, ear, or 
nose would mysteriously disappear in these 
encounters, ae in the furious street battle 
between “Scotty” and “ Liverpool Jack ”’ 
~—the toughest ex-tough of tié Ccur 
withal no lose of fe ensued, 
and tat ig saying a good deal. 

It would require 4 quarto volume to nar- 
rate the singular ahd invariably successful 
methods of Kirkup‘s democratic despotism. 
A few incidents of his remarkable career 
as the legal hoss of a mining camp almost 
wholly populated, ewned, and operated by 
American adventurers wil] euffice to demon- 
strate that some American e¢itizens can be- 
have themselves better and secure a greater 
measure of justice under the British colon!- 
al or. provisional system than they can at 
home in the enjoyment of the widest lati- 
tude of self-government. This should not 
be said in derogation of republican govern- 
ment, but in praise of the force and ef- 
fect of that honesty, courag®é, and justice 
of administration which proceed from the 
merit plan of appointmentand advancement 
in official life. 


Bad for Prize Fighters. 

That Kirkup had that lively sense of 
humor which is thé distinguishing trait of 
& just disposition will be realized from the 
brief interview in which he crushed the 
financial expectations of two semi-profes- 
sional prize fighters who visited Rossland in 
the summer of 1895. Their design, of course, 
was to put up @ fake fight and make a 
“clean up.”” But it was necessary to take 
out a license, so they made application to 
Kirkup, money in hand.

Facing them 
with their intended victims, hé ordered that 
they take up all the checks at face value 
under penalty of losing their license and 
mining rights for failure to comply. All of 
the time checks of the company were 
promptiy paid in full, and no paper of the 
kind was ever again issyed in Rossland. 

On the other hand, while the miner, as an 
individual, was well protected in his rights, 
the union he formed, as was his custom in 
the United States, degenerated into an im- 
potent and useless organization, and finally 
disbanded. The theory of the American 
miners’ unions is that the mine owner is a 
natural enemy, who must be kept in a cer- 
tain state of coercion. The strike, with its 
usual resultant of the destruction of life 
and porperty, which no silver mining camp 
in the United States has has never 
occurred in British Columbia. 

There Was No Strike. 
In 1895, when Rosslafid resembled an ant- 
hill in its human activities, the miners’

He good- 
naturedly informed them that they were not 
in the United States, but in British Colum- 
bia; and that no matter how much they 
might know, or how great an advantage 
they might take, of the laws of the United 
States, they were wholly ignorant of the 
* Now, if your wages ’t t you, 
added,.“‘ you may quit work one and all, but 
the moment you interfere with the right of 
any one else to w for whatever wage 
satisfies him, or the moment you do violence 
either to person or property, the whole erowd 
of you will go to Kamloops. The union will 
be held responsible for the acts of its mem- 
bers, and your committee especially will be 
regarded as an instigator of crime.” 
Thinking to have Kirkup overruted, the 
union sent a s committee to Nelson, 
the capital of the West Kootenay, to work 
on the sympathies of the Gold Commissioner, 
who was a great friend of labor and a man 
of sentiment. He sustained Kirkup fully, 
much to their chagrin, and when the com- 
mittee returned and reported the strike was 
declared off, or rather the notification served 
on the mine-owners was withdrawn. When 
it is remembered that the moving spirite in 
this affair were the ringleaders of some of 
the ugliest strikes in Colorado, Montana, 
and Idaho—and many of them fugitives from 
justice—the ease with which they were sup- 
pressed {js all the more surprising. 
Of couse the explanation is simple enough. 
They were made to realize that the govern- 
ment would not temporize with them, and

Power of the Crown. | 

But here, the far away stata, the power of 
the crown, is invoked. rery resident, from 
whatever land, when called upon to aid an 
officer in the preservation of the peace or the 
prosecution of the law, re on of 
receiving the same treatment in the end as is 
reserved for the origina] offender. Any 
person refusing to obey the constable in 
these matters is regarded as an abettor, anda 
an enemy to the crown. Imprisonment 
awaits him when he is caught. Often con- 
‘stables relinquish hold on offender too 
strong or too heavy to be | comfort- 
ably, and arrest the stranger who declines 
to give assistance. 

As emphasizing the fact that the colonial 
law is not personified by men selected for 
bulk and uniformity of aise, liké the police of 
a metropolis, the early experiences of Slocan 
City may be referred to. ere the constable 
was @ young college bred Englishman named 
Christie. Kirkup was a fine type of the 
down East Canadian; who had graduated his 
way through the Riel rebellion and the 
mounted police. Christie, after having left 
college in England, married the girl who had 
been waiting for him and went to British 
Columbia to settle down as a colonist. He 
‘passed the examination required and was 
appointed to the constabulary force, — 

Kirkup was ofa height, physique, and sup-: 
pleness that made him to be feared and ad- 
mired by the veriest"plug-ugly and profes- 
sional bad man. Christie was undersized, 
of rather boyish countenance, and beardless. 
The only clothing he seemed to fill was the 
dress suit he brought with him into this 
‘little camp of cedar stumps, whisky shops, 
and “shake’’ houses, arid conscientiously 
wore on state and social occasions. He 
came like the true Anglo-Saxon pioneer with 
his young wife, two little children, a horse, 
a cow, and his family effects. He pitched 
in, with the snow three feet on the ground, 
and put up a “shake’’ cabin. The govern- 
ment at Victoria had given him no appro- 
} priation for a jail, so he left a big tree stand- 
ing in front of his cabin for a jail post. This. 
was pointed out as the cooling ground for | 
malefactors. 

The law of the land was respected ab- 
stractly in the person of “ the British dude,” 
as the saloon toughs at first described him, 
but: no one regarded him seriously as a per- 
son of that placid courage which is the dis- 
tinctive trait of the typical Englishm@n. 
Immediately after having settled his family 
Christie notified the hotel saloonkeepers that’ 
fighting and quarrelsome men must not be 
countenanced. In this respect it will be 
noted that Christie's policy was not similar 
to that of Kirkup, though equally, if not 
more, effective. He required that he be 
called upon whenever the pugilistic bad man | 
made his appearance. :

After the defeated bully had been brought 
to Christie led him out of the saloon and up 
Main street @. distance. Them he advised 
him to be peaceable as long ag he remained 
in Slocan Oity, and let him go, Afar in the 
night the young constable was eroused and 
informed that the bad man had got drunk 
and was raiding the saloons.

INSANE ARTISTS. 
Macaulay, evidently not a little puzzled 
by the. influence of sych a factor that owed 
its power to the intellectual period of storm 
and stress which produced such progress in 
science during and after the Puritan revo- 
lution 6f 1640, says, anent England in the 
reign of Charles I1., that it is not easy to 
explain why the nation, which was so far 
before its neighbors in science, should have 
been in art far behind them. It is true that 
in architecture, an art which Is half a science, 
an artin which fs nothing but what is direct- 
ly or indirectly dependent on utility, an art

great man, Christopher Wren. But at the 
close of the reign of Charles II. there was 
not a single English painter or statuary 
whose name is now This ster- 
ility was mysterious to Macaulay. : 
« The influence of the same factor is evi- 
dent in the relative frequepcy of lunatics 
with artistic tendencies among the insane 
of the Italian districts which furnish most 
artists. It is also demonstrated by the. 
atavistic effects of disease on artists who 
become insane. Andriani found that of 
eight acutely maniacal painters four re- 
tained their skill during the attack. Intwo, 
bizarre ideas appeared, while the work of 
two more markedly deteriorated; so much 
so in one instance that the patient bitterly 
deplored, after his recovery, the work done | 
during his insanity. 
“This especially occurs where the art 
tendency develops during the exalted emo- 
tional states mentioned. The rapidity with 
which art ideas are formed prevents their 
proper expression and they soon destroy 
each other. If the art tendencies of Drey- 
fus do not. show these characteristics, but 
remain the same as at the outset, or even 
improve, then the belief that they are the 
outcome of mental disorder must be aban- 
doned. . , 
*“ There is another explanation of the ap- 
pearance of these art tendencies which not 
ohly tends to show the person having them

of which the creations derive a part, at 


least, of their majesty from mere brick or 


stone, England could boast of one truly 


sighted as to the means of avoiding insan- 
ity. ‘The ennui of confinement, especially 
in the case of a man of standing, is often 
injurious in the mental direction. Train- 
ing, prevention of interference, and the 
necessity of émployment to prevent ennui 
have much to do with developing crimin 
and insane art and mechanical powers. Th 
same phenomena occur in prisoners of war 
who develop such powers during confine- 
ment. 

“In the Dreyfus case it may be asked 
why the prisoner, being a military man, did 
not draw fortifications ani other objects 
connected with his profession? As these 
matters were directly connected with his 
imprisonment and his disgrace, it is clear 
that they would add depression to the ennui 
of imprisonment and thus increase its effect. 
A healthy man mentally, in selecting sub- 
jects for art, would go far from the associa- 
tions connected directly with his imprison- 
ment,” 
HIS OWN COOK. 


Although M. Hess faithfully relates that 
Dreyfus employs his time as stated, and de- 
clines to hold conversation with anybody, 
he is of the opinion that the prisoner is 
acting from policy, rather than suffering 
from aberration.

Dreyfus, upon which the prisoner may draw 
at will, through the penitentiary administra- 
tion, for necessarieaj Every month he is 
given a form of the institution, and on this 
he writes his order for supplies, which are 
furnished by a Cayenne merchant. He 
cooks his own food 6n a small alcoho! stove. 
' Formerly, and during a long period marked 
by intermftitent iliness, his monthly order 
contained canned meats, game, an@ rich 
pastes; a dozen bottles of Medoc and a dozen 
bottles of sterilized milk. The latter has 
been replaced with goat’s milk, and the rest 
of the Captain’s diet consists of bread, but- 
ter, chocolat, kola, camambert cheese, and 
what he chooses to accept of the regular 
prison fare. He takes no alcoholic stimu- 
lant of any sort, but consumes monthly 
about four pounds of tobacco and fifty -ci- 
gars. That he obeys strictly the most im- 
portant of sanitary laws may be judged 
from the fact that in the same period he 
uses fourteen pounds of soap and two bot- 
tles of orange flower water. 


’ It is interesting to know that sensational 
English and American journalism is wholly 
to blame for the increased severity of the 
confinement of the unlucky Dreyfus. Since 
the spring of 1897, when: M. Lebon, then 
Minister of the Colonies, took fright at the 
reports, published simultaneously in Lon- 
don and New York, that Dreyfus had been 
rescued by a buccaneering craft, the Cap- 
tain has been ‘in close or cellular confine- 
ment.

PRISONER CAGED. 


’ ‘The sensation produced by the fictitious 
and fantastic newspaper reports of the 
* daring ’"’ rescue was international, It was 
even given out and believed for awhile that 
the enterprise was secretly conducted by 
Americans for the German government. 
Dreyfus had not suffered enough from the 
persecution of a military cabal, the inventer 
of the newspaper sensation had to crowd 
him into a cage, and provoke the rigid en- 
forcement against him of the most annoy- 
ing regulations. 
Considerable color was given to the state- 
ment that Dreyfus had been spirited away 
from Devil's Island by information in the 
possession of the police, showing that a 
plan had once matured for the Captain’s 
rescue, but miscarried: The plain fact was 
that the prisoner had declined to be saved 
by any process or power other than those 
of justice. . . 
And here comes in & romantic chapter. 
M. Lebon, though alarmed. for the safety of 
his distinguished charge, before reducing 
him td his present straits, ordered that a 
test bé made of the possibilities of rescue. M. |

to the mouth, of a creek known only to the 
expert geographers of the government. He 
advanced cautiously to the guards’ cabin, 
near the quarters of Dreyfus, and as an ex- 
periment captured them. | 

What was more disquieting still, a second 
rescuing maneuver, planned and led by M. 
Verignon, was similarly successful. 


MANACLES APPLIED. 

M. Lebon thereupon decided to prevent by 
the most stringent measures he could adopt 
the possibility of acquiring the notoriety of 
a bad jailer. He selected M. Deniel for the 
service of command at the Safety Island 
penal colony, and hurriéd him off for Cay- 
enne with a volume of written instructions 
covering the new “ régime actuel’’ of the 
prisoner. The place was created especially 
for M. Deniel, as a “ post of confidence” 
and an “important national mission.”’ He’ 
was made independent of the Governor and 
director of the penitentiary administration. 

After having arrived at Safety Islands, 
not satisfied with placing Dreyfus behind 
bars in a cabin, M. Deniel had him manacled 
and chained to a’ convict’s couch. This 
brutal and wholly unwarranted punishment 
lasted two months—until, in fact, it threat- 
ened to become the subject of an administra- 


‘tion scandal, arising from the protests of 


indignant Frenchmen cabled to the ministry 
at Paris. The opprobrium of the act rests 
upon the ex-Minister who authorized it, M. 
Lebon. He is now known throughout 
France as “ the man of the manacies.”’ 

The malice of which Dreyfus was made the 
victim may be measured by the following 
extracts from an anonymous’ brochure 
written by M. Deniel’s superior and abet- 
‘tor, M. de la Loyére, director of the peniten- 
tiary administration: 

“ The arrival of Dreyfus in Guiana cele- 
brates the centennial of deportation, and it 
may be added that. he introduces into this 
lamentable history a new element. We 
must classify him as an exception, a phe- 
nomenon. His soul is the product of an 


| accident of nature. He is a monster. If 


those who issued the decree naming Devil's 
island as his residence intended 4 sym- 
bolism in assigning him to the tefuge of 
lepers they could not have succeeded better. 
Dreyfus baffled mercy, which remained mute 
from astonishment after having been seized 
with horror in looking upon him.

EXTRAORDINARY PRECAUTIONS 


When M. Deniel was ordered to relieve 
Dreyfus of the manacies and chains he 
found that his responsibility became exces- 
sively burdensome. In his chamber on Royal 
Island hé had an observatory established. 
There, with the aid of a special mechanical 
contrivanceand plenty of telescopes,he could 
at any hour see the prison of Dreyfus and ! 
explore its approaches. At his bedside he 
placed a telephone, which enabled him to 
communicate at any moment of the night 
with the lookout in the tower or the guard 
in the lobby of the Captain’s cell. Moved by 
@ caprice, a suspicion, an idea, for nothing, 
on yf occasion and without any oc- 
casion—Ding! ding. And the guards must 
respond instanter. 

One day during a storm the telephonic 
communication was interrupted. Noanswer 
came to the oft-repeated and senseless call. . 
What could this mean? Ah, surprise! Con- 
spiracy! flight! Dreyfus had escaped at 


last! 

_ Scarcely waiting to dress himself M. Deniel 
rushed to the beaithouse. A canoe! quick! 
And off he went to Devil's Island, sick and 
almost crazed until he was let.into the 
lobby of the iron-ribbed cabin and saw 
Dreyfus tranquilly working away on his ar- | 
chitectural designs. 

At the sight he burst into tears Mke a 
hysterical woman. Such is the keepér-in- 
chief of Captain Dreyfus on Devil's Island. 

Afterwards M. Deniel, after having taken 
every precaution against the guard receiv- 
ing any intimation of his design; sent a 
boat patrol out to Devil’s Island for the

“On my mother’s side I am a descendant
